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THE KILLING OF THE TEN BELGIAN PARATROOPERS IN RWANDA 
IN 1994. REFTEL B HAD REPORTED A CAMEROON I AN HUMAN 
RIGHTS GROUP CLAIM THAT BAGOSORA WAS ONE OF TWENTY 
RWANDANS PRESENTLY RESIDING IN CAMEROON WHO ARE
